There are in Macedonia a large num- 
ber of churches which have been closed 
for years owing to disputes between the 
patriarchate and exarchate as to their 
position. The Greeks declare that in no 
circumstances can they hand over their 
churches to schismatics, and they claim 
that although the buildings were put up 
by the labor and moneyed populations, 
both churches and schools belong to the 
patriarchate who authorized their con- 
struction. They are unwilling to admit 
any compromise and declare that the 
tribunals alone are competent to decide 
the question of ownersihp. 

Meanwhile the patriarchate in the 
course of an interview with the Sultan 
begged his majesty to repeal the law, dée- 
claring that he would feel compelled to 
resign if the measure were put into exe- 
cution. Not only have the councils of the 


Fpatriarchate decided to convoKke the na- 


tional assembly, threatening to resign 
en bloc if the meeting is prohibited, but 
they are also considering the question of 
closing all the churches, a step which 
would cause a great deal of public ex- 
citement. ' 

At a meeting of the Holy Synod, the 
patriarch .gave three reasons why he 
could not remain at the head of the 
church, first, because the government per- 
mitted the bishop of Loftcha, who called 
himself the Bulgarian exarch, to estab- 
lish himself in the same capital as the 
ecumenical patriarch and the archbishop 
ot Constantinople; secondly, because the 
government was applying a law disas- 


nation to the benetit of the schismatie 
Bulgarian; thirdly, because of the gen- 
eral persecution of the Greek orthodox 
population with the participation, direct 
or indirect, of the government.

RATIONAL GOLF 


BY JASON ROGERS.

As one’s game improves he will find 
that the lofted mashie approach, while 
one of the prettiest shots in the game 
to play or to watch, is less dependable 
than the lower chip previously 
deseribed, with the mid-iron. 

By this I do not mean to advise any 
ambitious golfer to ignore all the prac- 
tise that necessary to master’ the 
difficulties and peculiarities of the 
mashie. There are numerous _ holes 
cunningly devised to demand a 
feetly stopped mashie pitch over some 
hazard and on to the green. 

The trouble with many of the golf 
courses is that they don’t have sufticient 
variety. in regard to approaching to re- 
quire the golfer to learn the different 
shots.

As a rule a 
the right on the rim after it has reached 
the green. Therefore most experts alm 
to strike a bit to the left of the line so 
as to permit the allowance for the side 
roll, 

Nearly every properly hit mashie shot 
represents a ball with plenty of back 
spin or stop, as will be by the 
marks left by the ball on the club face. 
The dots will be seen to be most distinct 
nearer the hole and to taper off avove. 

The club head drags under the’ ball, 
and as most players go through on the 
short shot they, to a limited extent at 
least, pull the club in at the moment of 
contact, and cause just enongh side rota- 
tion to induce a suggestion of slice as the 
ball rolls on the green. 

Badly sliced shots with the mashie are 
more often than not caused by too tight 
a grip with the right hand and. failure 
to go through on the straight line with 
stiff wrists to the finish, with right fin- 
ger nails up. 

Keep the eye on the ball and regulate 
the distance to be gained by the length 
of the back swing, hitting firmly every 
time. It is better to be over than to 
|top or schlaat by trying to regulate dis- 
tance by applying different degrees of 
strength,

The race between the vanguard pair 
was probably the most thrilling event in 
the history of aviation in France. M. 
LeBlane beat out M. Aubrun by such a 
finish as might be expected on the turf, 
but had never before been witnessed in 
air. He drove his machine to the 
last ounce of its power and finished at 
a speed reckoned greater than a mile a 
minute. 

M. Aubrun left 
m. and LeBlane 
finished at 7:57 
LeBlane, therefore, 
in 2h. and 17m. Much of this time, 
ever, Was spent in “jockeving” with M. 
Aubrun, and by far the greater part of 
the course was traversed in comparatively 
First one aviator 
and then the other, M. LeBlane fin- 
‘ishing first by cutting loose eight miles 
from the city. Both. men used Bleriot 
monoplanes. The 100 miles were covered 
without a stop. 

MM. LeBlane and Aubrun beth had to 
resort to to guide them, as 
fogs obscured the earth. Their suecess 
with these instruments pro- 
nounced that General Oudard, commander 
of the local army corps, says he will 
insist upon the war department equip- 
ping all of its aeroplanes with compasses 
and, instructing all army aviators’ in 
their use. 

Several times during the flight 
Nancy MM. LeBlane and Aubrun 
countered strong currents of wind that 
toved with their machines and forced 
them to grip to the frarnework to keep 
from being thrown out. Finally to avoid 
these currents the avtators went to a 
height of 3000 feet, where they found the 
atinosphere much more equable. 

M. Lindpeinter, a Belgian aviator, was 
injured in the fall of his aeroplane at 
Frolois, seven miles from Nancy. 

M. Lindpeinter used a Somer biplane 
and after repairs to the machine ex- 
pected to complete the trip to Nancy. 

‘Mr. Legagneux encountered such a 
heavy wind near Joinville that he was 
foreed to alight. He reascended shortly 
and descended upon Nancy, eutting ott 
his engine while still 1000 feet above the 
eitv and gliding to earth. 

Under orders from the war department 
two battalions of infantry and a squad 
of cyclists are today maneuvering against 
the aeroplanes at Nancy and Troves, with 
the theoretical destruction of the aero- 
planes as their object.

MR. FROHMAN ON PLAYWRITING. 

“While I believe that great play- 
wrights may be born,” says Charles 
Frohman, a prominent American theatri- 
cal producer, “I know good playwrights 
are made by continuous practise, and 
by the lessons learned in the hard school 
of experience. Still, there are hundreds 
idly emploving their time seeking drama- 
tists’ honors and rewards, with as much 
chance of suecess as though they were 
chasing a will-o’-th.-wisp. It usually 
turns out that the amateur playwrights 
ure men and women-—mostly women—in 
walks of life as far removed from the 
theater and its requirements as they are 
from the art of the sculptor, the painter, 
or the musical composer. Yet none of 
these candidates for first night honors 
try to carve statues, paint portraits, or 
compose symphonies.” 

After urging that amateur play- 
wrights make a careful study of the art 
they plan to follow, Mr. Frohman points 
out a common tendency of new writers 
in imitating well-known plays in the 
whole or in part. He recommends that 
voung writers put themselves into their 
plays, testing the emotions of their char- 
acters by their own emotions, rather 
than those they remember having seen 
depicted in popular plays. 

Asked as to a test for a good play, 
the manager replied: 

“If there were only such a thing as an 
unfailing test of a good play,” he an- 
swered, “the Philosopher’s Stone we talk 
of would be so much dross in comparison 
toits value. There is no absolute test of a 
good play, but personally I always know 
a good acting play if, when I read it in 
manuscript, I can see the characters in 
pantomime.”

WASHINGTON—As the congressional 
campaign gets under way the lines on 
which it is to be fought are more clearly 


The Republican party is to 
stand the 


Taft administration thus ¢ar, including 
the work of the late session of Congress. 
With Mr, Taft’s own state as perhaps 
the most hotly contested point in the 
battle, and President Taft himself, as is 
now probable, sounding the keynote, the 
rare sight of a President on the stump 
in an off year will invest the contest 
with unusual interest. 

The general interest will be tremend- 
ously enhaneed should former President 
Roosevelt confirm much of the current 
Oyster Bay gossip by electrifying New 
York audierves with appeals in support 
of the national administration. Present 
indications, as interpreted in this city, 
point to the rallying of powerful intlu- 
ences to heal internal dissensions and re- 
turn a Republican majority in the House 
of Representatives. 

The party leaders ;continue to be 
keenly alive te the existence of insur- 
gency in. the central West, but they pro- 
fess to see that it is diminishing in vol- 
ume. They also say that Jit does not 
extend to Mr. Taft and his policies, ex- 
cepting as to the tariff, and thus are the 
more free to predict that the reaction, 
which is already evident, will gather 
sufficient impetus by November to give 
another Republican victory. 

The Democrats, acecdrding to the ex- 
uberant statement of the chairman of 
their congressional committee, will appeal 
to the voters on several issues, among 
them the tariff, extravagance of federal 
expenditures, official wrongdoing, graft 
throughout the government service, and 
the autocratic rule of the Republicans, 
Folks in Washington say this indictment 
is lacking in substance and definiteness. 
The Democrats are actually saying that 
the legislative results of the late session 
will serve to make Democratic chances 
brighter, but thus far they have given no 
specifications. 

Three months ago it looked to some of 
the optimistic Democrats as if they were 
to have a majority of at least 100 in the 
next House, but as the campaign gets 
under way it is noticeable that they are 
not quite as jubilant as they were. They 
are now, as ever, stronger and more cer- 
tain of victory before a campaign begins 
than later. At that, the outcome in No- 
vember seems likely to be close. Neither 
side, as it now appears, will win by a 
wide margin. This probable closeness 
will give the campaign an interest that 
has not attached to the off-year struggle 
since 1890. 

The recuperative powers of the Repub- 
lican_party will be expected to begin to 
show themselves before the first days of 
September. It will be rememeber that 
he Republicans were defeated, and Bryan 
as good as elected, up to the early part 
of Oetober in 1896, when Mark Hanna 
made his wonderful whirlwind campaign 
among the business centers of the coun- 
try. :

the national Legislature passes acts whereby 
the sale of the tribal lands of the Indians 
may be properly regulated and the owners 
protected from fraud. The testimony of 
Green McCurtain, a Choctaw chief, shows 
that in the last ten vears liis tribe have been subjected to immoderate 
exaction on the part of attorneys, and an extremely reasonable 
doubt must affect us whether those persons to whom the land was 
sold through such attorneys were any more inclined to spare the 
Indians. Tf this investigation does lead to morc . alert 
sateguarding of those who have been called the nation’s wards and 
to a more scrupulous treatment of such wards by the nation’s 
citizens, 1t will do much good. 

sy this term we do not mean the federal government. ‘As far 
as this 1s concerned, it may be said that the government and its 
military and civilian officials have generally tried their best for 
years to treat the Indians with justice. Especially is this true of 
those various officers in our army who have manfully striven to 
help the Indian to respect himself and to fit himself for the conflict 
that must come as competition grew keener and population increased. 
The unselfish and modest efforts of these men to bring this about 
have for the most gone to add another chapter to the history of 
the unrewarded. Nor would we refer to the general trend of 
legislation of Congress on the subject of Indian affairs: it has 
generally been intended for the protection and benefit of the Indians, 
and all proper credit must be given it. But we refer to what may be 
the attitude of the individual citizen, and it touches such a point 
of moral conduct that we do not apologize for expressing ourselves 
at length upon the subject. 

It is not to be contended that the North American Indian: has 
his portrait very correctly painted in such a character as Uncas: 
we should like to believe that Fenimore Cooper drew from nature 
when he painted this kmight of the still forest and the gleaming 
lake; but in view of accepted facts nobody can recognize in him 
nore than an imaginary friend of a happy boyhood. Uncas has 
passed, Ia Longue Carabirre has shouldered his rifle and marched 
over the mountain, and we are left to face a situation that has to 
do with the less romantic question of property rights. 

By a shift of circumstances the consequences of which nobody 
foresaw, it became evident not many vears ago that under the 
lands belonging to certain Indian tribes lay mineral riches that 
were of great value in those industries which support much of our 
national prosperity. It immediately became an object with various 
capitalists to gain possession of those lands and to develop them, 
an object perfectly laudable in itself but susceptible of great 
confusion of procedure. The lands were sold by the Indian tribes 
to whom they belonged and it is now made pretty clear that in 
the process they were made to pay dear for their profits, The 
Indians of themselves could not have developed these lands or 

them to the use that capital and ability can make of such things: 
ievertheless the lands belonged to them and they should in all cases 
ave been paid for them what was right and should have paid for

as the Indians could not themselves make a proper use of the 
minerals, as the minerals were there and they were wanted by 
somebody else, then in that case the sale was to take place with 
the least degree of anxiety about the Indians’ rights. The moral 
depth of such a theory happens to have been prominently brought 
into public view through Senator Gore’s testimony before the 
congressional committee, but it was not created by it, nor can it 
be said to be a new thing. This attitude on the part of those that 
sought to make money out of transactions with the Indians 1s 
further emphasized by the fact that the conduct toward them on 
the part of those that would buy their lands was largely influenced 
by the consideration that here were a body of proprietors that 
either through habit or distance or lack of ability were less well 
able to protect themselves than the ordinary party to a transaction. 

It is commercially annoying to see, in the possession of another, 
means, resources and instrumentalities which he has not the ability 
to use yet over which he exercises control to the prevention of 
others’ profits. But this is a statement, it is not a reason. The

The Nelson Ixansas, so to speak, is a land rejoicing in 
perpetual sunshine, increasing circulation and the singing of birds, 
while the Cannon Kansas, as it were, is a great waste of desert 
stretching from the Missouri fo the Rockies, relieved only by the 
little oases in the shape of standpatter districts, which, however, are 
so imperiled by drifting sands as to afford no assurance of sate 
or comfortable shelter for the footsore regular. 

Time was, and not so very long ago, when Colonel Nelson arg 
Speaker Cannon saw things pretty much 1n the same light. But there 
has been a change. Whether it 1s to be found in Colonel Nelson or 
in Speaker Cannon it is impossible to say. The only thing we know 
definitely is that it is not to be found in INansas.

only can determine. It 1s important as well 
as interesting—and as much so to us as it 1s to Canada—to find 
that conservative opinion across the border is very much inclined 
toward the view that the foundation of an independent navy is a 
step toward independence 1m many other respects. Regarding the 
matter in this light, attentior will be commanded by the facts which 
the conteinporary alluded to brings to the surface. 

For example, in fixing the salaries of Canadian naval officers, 
the governnient at Ottawa has raised the rates from 25 to 50 per 
cent above those prevailing in the British service. The item of 
salaries alone will amount to $3,000,000 annually. The upkeep of 
the ships is another costly matter. “l:very time a gun is fired a 
shell worth $100 goes into the sea,” and the guns must be fired 
frequentiy. All this eats up revenue, but this is not the worst of 
it. The enormously costly, war vessels last only a few years. The 
case of the United States battleship Oregon is mentioned as one in 
point. This vessel, it 1s recalled, was in the Pacific at the time of 
the outbreak of the Spanish war and made the trip around Cape 
Horn in order to take part in the campaign. “She was the finest 
vessel in the United States navy at the time. Today she is on her 
way to the scrap heap.”’ Then again the British warship Centurion, 
built at a cost of $6,000,000 a few vears ago, has just been auctioned 
off for $100,000, All this and much more to the same effect ts, 
alas. too true. Navies in these times ire costly necessaries, or 
luxuries, as the case may be. In Canada's case a navy at this time 
can hardly be called a necessity. And in Canada’s case at the present 
time it cannot be said that there is urgent occasion for a larger 
measure of independence than she is now enjoying. 

3ut if independence is the thing sought, it 1s well to consider 
the responsibilities it will entail, and the cost. Whether these will 
be compensated for by the resulting benefits, 1s a matter also deserving 
of deep consideration, and in the meantime all that disinterested 
well-wishers of Canada can do with propriety 1s to entertain the 
hope that she may go slow in this navy business. The junk wharves 
of the English, German, French and American navy yards should 
prove a warning to her.
